America’s Day 


‘Today (Friday) Americans all over the world 
will be celebrating Independence Day. The cir- 
‘cumstances existing in many countries, where the 
‘Nazi menace has abolished independence oF 
turned It into a farce, will serve a reminder fo 
those nations which ‘are fighting the Aight of 
freedom, of the priceless value of the inherit 
ance which is being threatened, That inheritance 
is clearly set forth’ in the Declaration | of 
Independence, whose ringing phrases will still 
echo in the Hall of Time when Hitler's raucous 
rantings Shave been forgotten, America is not 
today at war, and her leaders are still striving! 
to prevent ‘that catastrophe. But the American 
people have realised the great danger which 
how menaces the institutions they most love, 
‘and are now straining to the utmost to supply 
those who are actively defending the principles 
of freedom with the weapons and materials 
needed to make their struggle successful. Though 
no formal treaties ond alliances exist between 
the nations who are fighting the Germany and 
tholr friends across the Atlantic, there is never- 
theless a bond which no one can ignore. This 
bond is not what Kipling once called the “ties 
‘of common funk.” Beeuuse It is more than this, 
it Js proportionately stronger. It 1s a common 
realisation tha’ a monstrous power is attempting 
to destroy the tree way of life, and to substitute 
for it an existence which would reduce the 
‘world outside the selected few. whom the Ger- 
‘mans rank ag the Masters. 10 a condition of 
slavery. The actions of the Nazis where they 
have been triumphant prove that this use of 
the word "'slavery".ls no mere resort to rhetoric, 
Tt accurately deseribes the intentions of Hitler 
tnd his gangsters. Tho United States today is 
the arsenal of Democracy. Factories and plants 
all over the country are turning out munitions, 
planes, and ships which are to go, on the most 
‘generous terms, to those who are in the fighting 
line, Already great industries have been ex- 
panded fo met the colossal demands belng made 
upon them. They will be further expanded, new 
industries will grow up, until the flow of sup- 
plies across the oceans becomes so continuous 
and overwhelming, that the powers of evil whieh 
are now triumphant have been overcome, and 
‘2 new world, in the sense of a belter world, is 
built “upon the ruins of the old. This better 
‘world could not be constructed upon sounder 
principles than those set forth in the Declara- 
tion: “We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are created equal, that they are 

jowed by their Creator with certain unalien- 
able Rights, and that among these are Life, 
Liberty, and -the pursuit of Happiness.” All 
these conceptions the Nazis deny. In their eyes| 
there is no human equality. Men have no Rights| 
in. themselves. Liberty is something which 
belongs,only fo the State, which turns it in pract- 
Jee into licence, In every sense the Nazis are 
Alametrically opposed to the idealz upon which | 
the United States has created its form of gov- 
‘ernment and its love of freedom. But there can 


























those. nations at war, and the great United 
‘States assisting them ‘in every way short of 
‘war, will reaffirm those ideals. Today all nations 
who are struggling for thelr independence, their 
existence, will join with American citizens in 
dedicating, themselves anew to those principles: 
thout which Tite to them would not be worth 
ving. 








Advice to Il Duce 


"Get ‘ous while the going is good" is a piece 
of sound advice that Benito Mfussolint would 
do well to follow if he.has the courage to dety 

masters. Since coming in on the side 
‘¢f Gezraany at an hour when the latier’s victory 
inthe European war seemed likely to be only 
a matter of months, perhaps weeks, Italians 
have been shown in’ no uncertain manner that 
‘Mussolini's greed and lust for power, which sent 
him hurtling into the conflict on Hitlers side 
when nice juicy pickings scemed to be just 
‘around the corner, will lead to the reduction 
of thelr country from a first class Power to a 
second rate nation. When Mussolini took the 
plunne Ialy had an empire, Today there is no 
‘empire. Taly's colonies in Africa, with the 
exception of Libya, which is now a baitlefld 
‘and more or less under Nazi control, ave been 
lost fo the British Imperial Forces and the fate 
of Libya hangs in the balance.” More galling, 
still to the average Ialian is the fact that Italy, 
once a proud nation, has become nothing more 
Than one of Germany's many vassal states. 
itler. selzing Italy's weakness as a pretext £9 
extend aid to his Italian pariner, has done 
nothing less than occupy the country with his 
troops and, worse still, with his Gestapo agents, 
who see 16 it that Benito Mussolini does their 
bidding no matter how sick the Italian people 
feel about this war, which was nov to thelr 
king in the frst place, That there is a growing, 
‘weariness of war in occupied Italy cannot be 
denied. The writing is on the wall for Mussolinl. 
‘To get out now would be a wise move on Italy's 
part. If Mussolini has the courage to defy 
Hitler he can be certain that the Italian people 
will back him to the limit and he may rest 
assured that he will recelve more favourable 
ferms from Britain and her Allies than he 
would if he decided to fight on to the bitter 
end, which will see the defeat of Nazism and 
all ‘the tyranny and oppression it stands for. 
It seems strange thay a man lke Mussolini, who 
did so much good for his country in the lean 
years that followed the Great War by his 
building projects, his reclaiming of thousands 
of acres of swamp land, which he turned into 
rich wheat growing areas, and his building up 
of Italy's prestige abroad, should have let greed 
‘and avarice so take hold’ of him that his better 
judgment was swamped by his decision to take 
‘arms against a country that had been Italy's 
best friend since the days of Garibaldi, a man 
who loved and honoured Brifain and a man 
Italy still loves today. From Hitter Italy can 
expect nothing. From Britain she can expect 




















‘The transfer of Sir Archibald Wavell ‘from 
command in the Middle Bast to India, and of 
General Sir Claude Auchinleck from India to 
Cairo was not generally expected.

It'is ‘pot improbable that these qualities have

40 most good, With the exception of Libya, the 
Middle East has virtually been won over by 
Britain, General Wavell was in supreme com. 
mand of the first Libyan battle, which resulted 
in the crippling of the Italian forces in that 
colony; he was in command of the forces 
whieh over-ran Eritrea, Abyssinia. and British 
and Malian Somaliland’; ‘he was in command 
fof the British in Palestine, Iraq, SyFia,"Greece, 
‘and Crote—a responsibility’ the éxtent of which 
‘ean roughly be gauged by a glanee at the map. 
Suggestions that General Wavell did not sce 
eye to eye with Downing Street are hardly 
enable, since his present appointment carries 
with 18 many, more political implications than 
did his last. ‘The commander-in.chief in India 
hhas to have the qualities of a statesman as well 
‘as those of a good soldier, and it would nob be 
likely that the Government would appoint to 
so important a post a man with whom they 
were in political disagreement. Sir Claude 
Auchinleck has been in India ‘only a short 
while. He has the reputation of being a daring 
and imaginative commander, having ls 

tinguished himself in the assault on Narvik. Tt 
will be his task to conclude the campaign 
against the Vichy adherents in Syria—which 
has nearly been fnished—and to protect Egypt 
from the latent threat which the Nazis and 
Fascists are making from Libya. Like General 
Wavell, General Auchinleck is a believer in the 
offensive, The Germans, whose military opin. 
fons are usually worth noting, regard General 
Wavell as Britain's number one goneral at the 
‘moment. Of course, they have had very little 
opportunity to judge the merits of other British 
‘commanders, and they may find outone day that 
General Wavell is only one among a number 
of extremely able men who are at present 
holding Important positions in the British 
fighting forees. There is Sir John Dill, the 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff; Sir Alan 
Brooke, commander-in.ehiet in Britain; Lord 
Gort, commanding in Gibraltar; and ' many 
ofiers. The War OMec's estimate of the 
ability of these men can be judged by the 
appoiniinents “they have been given. When 
anger threatened Gibraltar. Lord Gort was 
sent there, ‘Sir Alan Brooke was placed in com- 
mand in Britain when the country was under 
threat of invasion. ‘These things show that 
Britain has every confidence in her compura-

Official Report Made on 
Chungking Tragedy 


Chungking, July 3. 

‘The offcial report of the commitice 
of inquiry for the Chungking tunnel 
tragedy on June 5 was released this 
afternoon, giving casualty figures as 
902 ‘killed and 151 seriously injured. 
‘The number of dead bodies publicly 
buried, it says, was 919, while 146 
children were killed. 

‘The report blames “faulty engineer- 
Ing and Inadequate facilities as the 
major cause, and inefficient < 
ment as the second cause.” The 
committee has acquitted air-raid pre- 
eautlon wardens but held air-defence 
‘engineers and the highest alr de- 
fence authorities responsible for the 
tragedy. 

‘The report states that suffocation 
‘was caused by over-crowding, there 
being that night 6.555 persons shelter- 
‘ng in the tunnel, the normal eapacity 
of which is 4,384 persons. 

‘The tragedy’ was due to a stam.

idly disillusioned, ‘The attitude of Germany 
and Italy towards the Sino-Japanese conflict 
has been equivocal throughout. When 
hostilities first broke out, German experts 
were assisting the armies on the National 
Government. Following Japanese repre- 
sentations these were eventually withdrawn, 
though the Germans maintained diplomatic 
relations with Chiang Kai-shek’s Govern 
ment, When there was « change in the 
Italian diplomatic representation in China a 
new ambassador was appointed who since his| 
arrival in this country has presented his 
credentials to no one, 

‘There has been throughout the past four 
years an endeavour on the part of these two 
‘Mmombers of the Tri-Partite Pact to run with 
‘the hare and hunt with the hounds, chiefly 
‘because they were by no means sure of 
what would be the ultimate outcome of the| 
struggle, and because they wished to avoid 
any step which might at some later stage 
create embarrassment, The conclusion to be| 
drawn is that they delayed making any| 
definite stop until the last possible moment, 
and it is quite apparent that this declaration | 
of the recognition of the Nanking Govern- 
ment, coming as it docs at a time such as 
this, is no more than a sop offered to Japan, 
putting up a pretence of solidarity with her, 
which the German invasion of Russia clearly 
shows does not and never can exist. Tt.must 
be apparent that Japan plays a very 
secondary role in Hitler's eyes. If not why 
was Tokyo not informed of his intention to 
invade Russia? Why was an equal member 
of the Tri-Partite Pact so completely and so 
humiliatingly ignored? 

‘The emptiness of the gesture is the clearest 
possible indication of the insincerity with 
which it has been made. Neither Germany 
nor Ttaly can lose anything by making it, for 
they have no interests capable of advance 
ment in China because of their complete 
Isolation from the Asiatic continent. ‘They 
are making no sacrifice in Japan's favour be- 
cause they have nothing to sacrifice. It is 
to be believed that the.realists in Japan will

Hubert Gough makes the point that the| 
general outline of positions on the Russo- 
German front suggests that there has been| 
‘no material change during the last few days. 
From this it is to be deduced that, once the 
‘advantage of surprise had petered out, the 
Germans found it more than a little difficult 
to make much headway against the stubborn 
Russian resistance, Hitler, up to the pre- 
sent, seems to have gained but little from his. 
latest act of treachery, but that was largely’ 
due to the fact that the Kremlin was for 
some time suspicious as to his intentions and 
had made dispositions which now appear to 
have been satisfactory enough to meet the 
threat which the assembly of huge German’ 
forees along the German and Rumanian 
borders constituted. Despite the fact that 
the Germans have maintained complete 
silence regarding their casualties—they have 
not even sought to make it out that they are 
comparatively small, as they did in France, 
—there is every reason to believe that they 
have been great. 
‘The naive complaint concerning how the 
Russians fight to the bitter end itself suggests 
that a very grievous toll is being exacted 
from the invaders, and, even if the Russian 
claims are discounted to some extent, there 
is the probability that Germany is paying a 
frightful price fur the attempted satisfaction 
of Hitler's ambitions. Sir Hubert Gough on 
the subject of rival communiqués states that 
those of the Russians being more explicit and 
definite give an impression of reliability 
which the German statements .completely | 
fail to do. ‘The German excuse for this— 
that they do not desire to give any in- 
formation to their enemy,—simply does not 
hold water. ‘The Russians know exactly’ 
where the Germans are and will continue 
to do so unless the latter can get behind the 
Russian lines in such force as to be able 
completely to destroy Russian communica~ 
tions, There is nothing to suggest that this 
hhas been done, or that they are in a fair 
way towards doing it. For the rest it needs 
to be ‘remembered that this phase of the 
war is only a few days old, but the manner 
of the Russian resistance is teaching the 
rest of the Allies valuable lessons against 
the time when it will be possible to assume 
the offensive against the enemy. 











HITLER OVER EUROPE

‘While the world has been engrossed with 
Hitler's varioys military adventures, his act- 
ivities in the nature of peaceful penetration 
have to a large’ extent been overlooked.

tion of Italy and Spain by German agents

run. Much has been made of the anxiety’ 
of General Franco to keep Spain out of this 
war, and it is very much to his credit that| 
he has succeeded in doing so up to the 
Present. But how much longer he will be 
able to do so is entircly another matter. A’ 
careful analysis of the Spanish situation, 
based upon British and Spanish announce- 
ments, items’ in the Spanish Press and the| 
considered statements of foreign diplomats 
and recent visitors to Madrid, says the 
British “News Review," reveals the extent of 
‘Axis penetration into Spain and the amount 
of cooperation which Franco has been com- 
pelled to concede to the Germans. 

Tt is stated that there are no fewer than 
80,000 German technicians, engineers and 
clerks in the country. The diplomatic and 
Gestapo services account for another 20,000. 
while German troops, either in mufti, or 
uniform, amount to 40,000 with an additional 
15,000 members of the Hitler Youth who are 
more or less permanent guests of the Pha- 
langist youth groups. In other words 135,000 
Germans are in Spain in key positions, with 
about 400. technical advisers in ministries! 
and governmental administrative depart- 
ments. Spanish mines are being exploited 
to the limit, factories in and around Valencia 
are working full pelt on the production of 
anti-aircraft and coastal guns, and Vigo. is 
being transformed into a first class naval 
base under a contract worth over ten million 
pesetas awarded to a German firm. 

‘At the moment, despite the large number 
of emissaries in Spain, the Germans are not 
30 openly in charge of the country as they. 
are of Italy. ‘There the man in control is 
alleged to be Prince Otto von Bismarck, with 
‘Mussolini as the super-Quisling. German. 
rule is maintained by a team of German ad- 
visers posted in all Italian ministries, with. 
the assistance of between 8,000 and 15,000 
Gestapo men attached to the Italian secret 
police and German garrisons in all towns 
where discontent might be expected to show. 
{itself too openly. No such penetration has: 
‘apparently tzken: place in unoccupied France, 
chiefly, it is to be supposed, because the 
pliable attitude of the Vichy Government, 
‘makes such a step unnecessary, but it is clear 
that with the exceptions which are noted 
above the Germans in one way or another 
are in complete control of Europe. It is 
that control which has to be broken and 
anyone who thinks that the task will not 
Prove a difficult one deludes himself. 

Spain by arrangement with the British is 
able to avoid much of the suffering which 
is being inflicted upon the rest of Europe. 
Discontent in Italy is rife not only becaus 
of the dislike of the populace for this war, 
but also because large quantities of Italy’ 
foodstufls are being sent into Germany with 
the result that prices have risen alarmingly 
in Italy and the cost of living increased far 
beyond what it would have been had Italian 
food supplies been left untouched. It is this 
question of food which must play an im- 
portant part when this war comes to an end. 
There are in the world plenty of supplies 
with which to feed starving Europe, and 
they are already being mobilized for that 
purpose. Hitler having threatened that if 
‘he cannot win this war he will plunge Europe 
into chaotic destruction, the only means of 
thwarting him is to prepare ample quantities 
of food for the nations he is at present starv- 
ing, and much needs to be made of the fact, 
in the shape of peace propaganda in the oc 
cupied countries, that the sooner peace comes 
the quicker will they. again be adequately 
fed. ‘That will undoubtedly stir them, when 
the time comes to rise and throw off the 
bonds which Hitler by force or fraud has 
fastened upon them. 














THE SYRIAN CAMPAIGN: 

July 3. 
‘The news that important British reinforce- 
ments have arrived in Syria is indeed grati- 
fying, and it is to be hoped that these will 
permit of that campaign being brought, to 
‘an early, successful conclusion, It is import- 
fant that’ this should be done, for the less 
British forces are spread out around the 
shores of the Eastern Mediterranean the bet- 
‘fer able will they be to meet such new 
developments as are to be expected in the 
not too distant future. One of the ‘factors 
‘which has considerably aided the British, by 
securing the sympathy of the Syrians, ‘has 
been the fact that following the occupation 
of conquered areas the inhabitants, who have 
‘been woefully short of food, have been im- 
mediately supplied with necessaries. ‘Those 
parts of Syria still under the control of 
Vichy forces are suffering considerable 
hardships, and for. them the defeat of the 
Vichy French means relief from their trials. 
‘Thus prior to entry of the Dritish into 
Damascus only one day's supply of wheat 
was left in the city, but within twenty-four 

hours ample supplies had been rushed up. 
Generally speaking, a sharp drop in the 
cost of living has taken place wherever the 
Allies have penetrated info Syria and acute 
shortages are everywhere being remedied. 
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‘No sharper distinction between the conduct 
of the British and the Germans could, pos- 
sibly be established. Where the former go 
they bring plenty in their train. ‘The latter 
batten on the lands they occupy,-just like 
so many locusts, and with just’ about as 
much conscience as those insects may be 
thought to possess, Britain and her Allies 
bear with them security and plenty for the 
countries they invade, the Axis Powers 
carry nothing but death and destruction in 
their hands. “That will be the ultimate out~ 
come of the war, for the victorious de- 
mocracies will carry the cornucopia, while 
the Axis Powers if they had the opportunity 
would bring with them nothing but the 
gyves and the whip. 

It is to be hoped that now the Allies are 
strengthened in Syria the situation there 
will quickly ‘be cleared up. ‘That that is a 
probability is indicated by reports to the effect, 
fat Viehy has approached Ankara for per 
mission fo pass supplies through ‘Turkey. to 
their troops in Syria, or alternatively that 
they -be permitted to’ retreat unarmed into 
Turkish territory. ‘That latter request cer~ 
tainly suggests that Vichy contemplates that 
there can be but one end to the Syrian cam~ 
paign, ‘There can be not the slightest doubt 
that the Vichy French have fought with the 
greatest stubbornness and gallantry and that 
they succeesed at any rate for a time in 
holding up the British advances, That is 
notably the ease at Palmyra, where a be- 
sieged gartison continues to resist and con- 
sequently delay Allied movements west of 
that important spot which would oblige the 
Vichy troops in southern Syria to retreat 
northwards. At the best the stand at Palmyra 
may be regarded as a delaying action, though 
‘the fate of the garrison seems now to'be only 
a question of time, and that probably not 
very long. 

‘The increased air activity which is re- 
ported over Syria suggests that it has been 
possible to reinforce the R.A.F. in that theatre 
of war, and, if this is indeed the case, the 
greater’ assistance which the alr force’ will 
be able to give the Allied troops should 
facilitate the coming drive of the Vichy 
forces and help in breaking a dogged resist~ 
‘ance which does them infinite credit, Never 
theless it is to be hoped that this campaign 
will be brought to a speedy conclusion. No 
Briton likes the idea of having to fight a 
former friend and ally. ‘The only mitigating 
circumstance in his eyes must be the fact 
that the necessity for such an action was 
brought about by the assistance which Vichy 
‘was prepared to, and actually did give the 
Germans in their attempt to support the Iraq 
rebels. ‘The sooner the Syrian situation is 
liquidated the less will be the inevitable 
aftermath of bitterness. ‘That is in itself no 
‘mean consideration, though British and Allied 
troops will possibly be used to much better 
advantage in other not far distant theatres of 
war, 























HITLER’S DOUBLE RACE 
July 4 

‘The latest mail from Britain indicates that 
it is necessary to some extent to revise first 
opinions concerning the German invasion of 
Russia, Coming as such a surprise—so com= 
plete that even Germany's ally, Japan, was 
not apprised of what was toward—it wa 
originally believed that the concentration of 
large bodies of troops along the Russo- 
German border was but part of the usual 
war of nerves, and that the final decision to 
attack was something in the nature of an 
improvisation, Going back some months it 
‘was apparent when the growing extent of 
American aid to Britain came to be fully 
realized that Hitler would be in need of 
something in the nature of a counterweight, 
‘The only country which could possibly supply 
this was Soviet Russia, though the Germans 
fully realized that it was impossible to expect 
from the Soviet the same support as that to 
which Britain looked forward from the 
United States, and, because Stalin had never , 
the same keen interest in a German victory 
as the.United States had in one for Britain, 
he met Hitler's demands for material co- 
operation by conceding the minimum, 

Russia was not coming up to anything 
approaching the expectations which Hitler 
had of his trade agreements with Stalin, and 
for some months past there has been a tense~ 
ness between the two, Hitler desired an ex- 
tension of Russian assistance. Stalin was re- 
luetant not only because Russta needed most 
of what it produced, but also because a Ger- 
man victory over the democracies would lay 
Russia open to a German attack, It is now 
reliably reported that when he was dealing 
with "Prince Paul of Yugoslavia last March, 
at a time when the latter apparently expected 
some support from the Kremlin, Hitler told 
him that his great attack on Russia was im- 
minent, that his need for Russian oil, wheat 
and raw materials was great and that they 
would have to be acquired by force if that 
were necessary, The fact that Russian 
economy has not yet reached the point where 
the country could really be classed as an 
‘exporting one, meant that surpluses available 
for Germany would not be great. 

‘That was no concern’ of Hitler's. At the 
expense of Russia, if need be, he wanted the 
means of keeping his great war machine 














going, and, if Stalin could not be persuaded 
to deliver what was wanted peacefully,

‘own, Russia cannot help him in regard to 
the second. Spoliation of the Ukraine and 
the Caucasus may help him stave off the 
fatal day with regard to the first. The 
creation by the united efforts of Britain and 
America of a military machirie and an 
‘economy vastly superior to that of Germany 
4s but a question of time, Production in both 
countries is drawing towards the peak, Ger- 
‘many has reached and passed hers, but when 
the mighty efforts of the two great demo- 
cracies ultimately come into full operation’ 
there s no doubt as to the result. ‘The 
invasion of Russia was not a sudden im- 
provisation but a carefully planned change in 
Hitler's schemes necessary because he failed 
ast autumn against Great Britain. 




















ENEMY OUTRAGES 
July 4. 

‘The action of the British Government in| 
holding the Italian hospital ship Ramb_ IV| 
‘will be welcomed as showing a determination| 
to put up with no more violations of the, 
international code with regard to such vessels 
such as those of which the Germans and 
Ttallans are guilty. It is surprising that Italy. 
has beén included in the accusation, for, 
while the world has become accustomed to 
the brutality of the Hun, few, if any, allega~ 
tions have been made against the Ttalians of 
similar behaviour, Indeed the impression is. 
very strong that whatever the qualities of 
the Italian soldier as a fighter he has ideas 
‘of the proper conduct of war which the 
Germans never appear to have acquired. The: 
only conclusion to ‘be drawn then is that 
they are being badly influenced by their 
continued association with the apostles of 
Kultur, élearly proving the truth of the 
saying that evil communications corrupt good 
manners. So far as the Germans are -con- 
cerned the accusation levelled against them 
ean occasion no surprise whatever; the last 
‘war showed them {o be foul fighters and this 
‘one merely proves that they have not 











‘changed. 
Germany and Italy are accused of making. 
no. fewer than thirty-one attacks on 


British hospital ships in the course of 
which three vessels were sunk and others 
badly damaged. ‘The attacks were carried 
out in, daylight; the vessels were properly 
‘and distinctly marked, and there cannot in 
the circumstances be any question of mistake. 
The conclusion to be drawn is that the 
enemy desires to carry the war to| 
wounded men, mostly quite unable to take! 
care of themselves travelling in undefended | 
ships. Tt seems idle in the circumstances 
to point out that these attacks were made 
5n violation of the Hague Convention to which 
‘both Germany and, Italy were signatories. 
International agreenients to which’ Germany| 
js a party have been shown not to be worth 
the paper they are written on except’ where | 
there is something to be gained. Obviously| 
this disregard of the Hague Convention is 
inspired by the knowledge that situated as 
they are Germany and Tlaly have no great 
need for hospital ships, while for Great 
Britain and her Allies, operating in so many 
theatres of war accessible only by sea, such 
vessels are of the primest necessity. 

‘The British Government announces its 
intention of retaining the Ramb IV for a| 
minimum period of six months in replace-| 
ment of one of ‘the ships which have been| 
sink, and that upon its being satisfied that 
the enemy’ has a firm determination to re~ 
frain in future from attacking British hospital 
ships the Italian vessel may be returned. In 
the light of. what has happened the decision 
seems to be a remarkably lenient one. ‘Three 
British hospital ships have been sunk. Were 
the Ramb IV confiscated, Britain would not 
be made whole in the outrageous loss which 
hhas been inflicted upon her. One ship does 
not compensate for three, nor does it restore 
to ife those wounded men who have been. 
wantonly slaughtered. The enemy would 





probably better understand Britain's intention 
if it were-declared that enemy hospital ships: 
equalling those belonging to Britain which 
have been destroyed .would be intercepted 
‘and captured. 

It is comparatively easy to anticipate! 
what defence the enemy will put forward 
for this latest series of outrages. It is clear 
that they took place in the Mediterranean, 
and the times at which they occurred sug- 
gest that it was during the evacuation of 
Greece. If Berlin and Rome declare that the 
hospital ships were being used for the 
evacuation of unwounded men it should cause 
no astonishment. The fact that the enemy. 
could not possibly know whether that was 
the ease or not, will mean nothing to them, 
‘That is about the only defence they can put 
forward, and, having Hed as consistently as 
they have done all along, it is not.to be 
expected that they would refrain from adding 
another spot of lying to the huge fabric of 
falschood which they have already built up. 
Indeed all that need be said is that Hitler's 
Germany is still running true to form, and 
that the Italians are losing their reputation 
for correctness of behaviour because of the 
‘bad company they are obliged to keep. 





M. STALIN’S SPEECH 
July 5. 

‘There is in M. Stalin's broadcast to the! 
Russian nation on Wednesday something of 
‘a Churehillian quality in that he told his 
people quite frankly the real state of affairs, 
hiding nothing, minimizing nothing. It was 
‘a model of truthfulness proving to the world 
M. Stalin's conviction that his. people could 
“take it," and demonstrating his own con- 
fidence in the determination of the Russians 
to fight to the bitter end. ‘There was nothing 
boastful in the speech, but much encourage 
ment, far more than ‘the shouts of triumph 
in which the Germans have been indulging, 
sometimes without very miich justification. 
When a nation’s leader manfully admits 
what the enemy has been able to do 
against his armies, he earns the respect 
of the whole world, and what is far 
more important gives’ to the communiqués 
which his government issues the certainty 
of truth which the German official 
Statements can never attain, M. Stalin hos 
by his frank boldness justified ‘Sir Hubert 
Gough's belief that ihe declarations of 
Moscow on the progress of the Russo-German 
war ean be relied upon. 

‘That Is important in view of the fact that, 
while the Germans are making the bombastic 
boast that the Russians are in headlong 
retreat, the impression given by the Russian 
declarations is that they are succeeding in| 
slowing down the German war machine, 
Which story is correct the next few days 
will show, but the probabilities are that again 
the Russians are telling the truth and the 
Germans winning another’ paper success. 
‘That view is fully corroborated by the con- 
flicting stories which the Germans are telling 
over the success which they claim at Bialy- 
stok. ‘The total number of Russians alleged 
to have been surrounded has in the past few 
days varied between 1,000,000 and 100,000 
while judging trom the latest claims some 
160,000 have been taken prisoner and 500,000 
are alleged to have been slain. London takes 
the view that German claims to have cut 
off a body of Russians in the Minsk area 
may be true, but that there are bound to be 
odd pockets of resistance which, being behind 
the German lines will be a nuisance to the 
Germans. The German story of a catastrophic 
defeat of the Russans in that district has 
still to be accepted with very considerable 
roserve, 

‘What’ will be more than a little reassuring 
to the democracies is M. Stalin's outline of 
the war policy which he intends following. 
It is Russia's traditional policy of leaving 
nothing behind when obliged to retire which 
would be of the slightest use to the advancing 
enemy. He intends that Hitler's swift grab 
for foodstuffs this harvest shall not succeed. 
During the Russian withdrawal, M. Stalin 
sald not a single rallway engine or coach, not 
2 single ounce of grain or a single gallon of 
petrol must:be left behind for the Germans. 
Farmers must take away all their cattle, and 
place their.corn in the eare of State organiza 
tions to be transported to the rear zone. In] 
‘other words the enemy will not be allowed 
to live on the land, or seize foodstuffs for 
despatch into Germany, while supplies for 
their armies will have to be carried over in- 
creasingly lengthy lines of communication, 
If this is faithfully carried out Hitler will 
hhave to wait until the next harvest—In 1942, 
before he can hope to reap any benef 
from his present venture, if he ever does. 

M. Stalin visualizes an enormous national 
army behind the Red Army itself, a whole 
nation devoted to the defeat of the invatier, 
stopping at no sacrifice to maintain the 
{integrity of their land and their honour. He 
speaks of the present struggle as one between 
the whole Soviet nation and. the forces of 
Naziism, and, as so many othérs have done, 
seeks to differentiate between the Nazis and 
the people of Germany. There are still many 
who prefer to maintain that division, even 
though {t is a remarkably slender one. Be 








that as it may the determination expressed 
by M, Stalin to fight to the bitter end has 
in all probability the whole of the nation 
behind it. Germany has shown that the 
pretended friendship which, it displayed for 
Russia was no more than an empty figment. 
The old ideological enmity remains and the 
‘fight between the two national systems should 
Prove indeed a bitter one, and one which 
will eventually lead to Hitler's undoing. 





FALL OF PALMYRA 
July 5. 

With: the capture of Palmyra, the Vichy 
garrison of which held out for thirteen days 
‘against superior British and Free French 
forces, an important point has been reached 
in the Syrian campaign which should have 
the effect of producing a profound effect on 
the general situation. After making some 
initial progress along the Syrian coast, the 
Allied forces seem to’ have been held up by 
the Vichy troops between the sea and the 
vicinity of Damascus. The foree which has 
captured Palmyra after making a historic 
move across the desert should now be in a 
position to outflank the Vichy forces in the 
‘south who have been holding up the Allied 
advance, for as it strikes further westward 
a pocket will be created out of which it] 
will be desirable for the Vichy troops to 
withdraw, Thus a drive from Palmyra 
toward Beirut or Tripolis would Have the 
effect of cutting southern Syria from the 
north making it necessary for the Vichy 
‘commander to retreat northwards if-he is to, 
maintain his forces intact. 

Generally speaking, there are at least five 
British and Free French columns operating 
in Syria, one along the coast, the second in 
the vicinity of Damascus,’ the third at 
Palmyra, fourth south-east of Deir-ez-Zor and 
a fifth “working along the Mosul-Aleppo 
railway with the latter city as the main 
‘objective. It is clear that a much greater 
effort is now being made to terminate the 
Syrian campaign as quickly as possible, and, 
given ordinary luck, it would seem that the 
situation in that part of the world should 
be cleared up in the not too distant future. 
‘That the Vichy French seem to have realized | 
judging from the fact that their emissary to| 
‘Turkey asked, firstly, for permission to send 
war material through Turkey into Syria, 
and, secondly, to be allowed to withdraw thelr 
troops into that country, clear indications that] 
in the minds of Vichy there is not much 
doubt as to the ultimate outcome of events 
in Syria. 

For the time being there appears to be no 
great activity in the Damascus sector, and 
the probabilities are that the forces ‘there 
are resting and reorganizing while movements 
elsewhere are being carried out as a prelude| 
to a general assault on the Vichy positions, 
‘That may not come until the three columns 
in eastern Syria have made further advances 
into the country calculated to force General 
Dentz to make a withdrawal. It is interesting 
to note that large numbers of Vichy troops 
when captured are enlisting in the Free 
French forees, and that it is expected that 
many more ‘will change sides as the 
opportunity occurs. This seems to indicate 
that many of the Vichy men do not have 
thelr hearts in the present struggle and that 
except perhaps for. restraint they would 
Jong ago have thrown in their lot with the 
Free French movement. ‘That confirms an| 
impression which has been growing recently 
that in Syria, and probably in other parts 
of the world, many French would come out 
openly on the side of de Gaulle and Great 
Britain if consequences did not'have to be 
feared. 

‘The garrison at Palmyra has been praised 
by Vichy for its stand of thirteen days against 
superior British forces. ‘Those congratula- 
tions it thoroughly deserves, for though with 
the unexpected arrival of the British column 
across the desert the fate of Palmyra was 
sealed, the Vichy troops thus surrounded 
played their part nobly in secking to delay 
Allied action as much as,potsible. ‘They did 
hhot give in until they had been subjected to| 
& heavy bombardment followed up by a 
powerful attack carried -out by armoured 
vehicles, and there can be no doubt that they 
acquitted themselves well. It is only to be 
rogretted that developments ever occurred 
which made it necessary for the British and 
the Free French ever to have had to fight 
such men. 








FOUR YEARS OF STRUGGLE 


July 7. 

Today the Sino-Japanese conflict enters| 
upon its fifth year, for it was on July 7, 
1937, that the incident occurred at Lukuo- 
chio which started hostilities in the. north, 
‘That is probably .where the Japanese origin- 
ally intended to iocalize the struggle, but it 
quickly spread to the vicinity of Shanghai 
and now involves the whole of the China 
coast and a great portion of the Yangtze 
valley, and the fourth anniversary of the 
commencement of the “China Incident” 
finds it still unsettled, When the passage 
of time places all that has happened during 
the last four years in China in its proper

perspective, it will probably be found that 
both the Chinese, and the Japanese were 
unprepared for the developmeiits which 
‘occurred with such rapidity after the Lukuo- 
chiao incident. Certainly the Japanese be- 
Tioved that if the Chinese resisted it would only 
be in north China, and what was original- 
ly conceived as a comparatively small affair 
ultimately became a major struggle between 
the two countries, which is not even now 
in any way towards adjustment. 

‘What has undoubledly » surprised the 
world is the stubborn manner in which the 
Chinese have resisted the Japanése invasion, 
Ml-equipped, and for the most part poorly 
trained at the commencement of hostilities, 
Chinese troops gave a good account of 
themselves in several battles and notably 
in the defence of the Shanghal area where 
against serious odds in the manner of 
‘material they held out during a most gruel- 
Jing ten weeks. Now, driven well back into 
‘west China, the National Government at 
Chungking continues to fight with its arm- 
{es active in many parts of the country, the 
Japanese apparently belng unable to'em~ 
‘bark upon that greater effort which would 
bbe necessary to reduce China by force of 
arms. Connected with the outside world 
through the Burma Rond and getting sup~ 
plies only via that route and from Russia 
‘overland, General Chiang Kai-shek appears 
still as ‘determined as ever to continue 
resistance in the hope that the Japanese 
will succumb to what is, after ali, a war 
of attrition, enabling China to regain her 
Independence and territorial integrity. 

‘That’ the resistance which the Chinese 
have put up has been costly in life and 
treasure may be taken for granted. The 
expenditure of the Japanese under both 
headings has been by no means inconsider~ 
able, and though accurate figures are not 
available developments in Japan indicate 
that a very great strain has been placed 
upon the Japanese in all walks of life in= 
volving. considerable strain on the social, 
financial, economic and political structures 
‘of the country, Indeed the costliness of the 
“China Ineldent” to Japan has already 
been such as to make it doubtful whether, 
‘should she be able to secure ultimate vic~ 
tory, it can be made a profitable venture 
for many decades to come. ‘There are doubt~ 
Jess many in Japan who regret that this 
struggle was ever allowed ‘to develop in 
this manner it has since that occurrence at 
Lukuochiao, ‘They are not, and have not 
‘been in control of the Japanese Government 
for some years past, and it is the extreme 
military clique in Tokyo which is respon~ 
sible for embarking upon a course of action 
four years ago which has produced so much 
suffering in China and distress in Japan, 

So far as the nationals of third party 
Powers in China, are concerned, thelr in- 
terests have been and continue to be 
fously harmed, It is something of a marvel 
that they have been able fo carry on a: 
they have done in most of the Treaty Port 
It speaks well for those Various foreign 
communities that they have been able to 
kkeop their end up in the manner they have. 
Unfortunately no end appears to be in sight. 
‘The views of the Chinese National Govern- 
ment and that of Japan are so far apart 
that reconeiliation between the two seems 
hopeless. It seems equally to be the case 
that neither country is in a position to force 
‘2 decision militarily, with the result that 
four Years of terrific struggle have resulted 
in no more than a stalemate between them, 
‘The Japanese have won vietories but they 
have’ not won this undeclared war with 
China, and the probabilities are that the 
situation in the Far East will never be ad- 
justed until the democracies have beaten 
Hitler and his accomplices and driven them 
out of power. Tt is perhaps in an all round 
settlement of the world’s affairs that peace 
will be restored to this part of Asia, 

















THE PAST WEEK 
July 7 

Wath Japan's reaction to the German in 
vasion of Russia still unknown the main 
{interest last week centred upon the Euro~ 
pean and Syrian fronts. ‘The flamboyant 
claims which the Germans made yesterday 
‘week have not been shown to be fully justi~ 
fied, though M. Stalin in his broadcast to 
the ‘Russian’ nation did not hesitate for one 
moment to tell his people the truth as to 
the extent of the German invasion. That 
the German armies have succeeded in 
penetrating far ‘into Russian territory no 
‘one for a moment would dream of denying, 
bbut there is evidence supporting the view 
that the German war machine is. slowing 
down, either by reason of Russian resist= 
anee,’ which the Nazis themselves admit is 
stern, or because of the falling off of that 
i momentum which the factor of stir 
prise permitted. the Germans quickly to 
gain. ‘The Russians are reported to be slow- 
Jy falling back upon the Stalin ine of pre- 
pared fortifications where defence in depth 
should be possible against Hitler's mechaniz~ 
ced divisions. In any. event it is realized 
that the progress which’ the German forces 
have made has been at considerable loss 
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of men despite the attempts of the Ger- 
‘mans to minimize the cost to them of Rus- 
sia's resistance. 

Tn Syria the reinforcement ‘of the British 
and Free French forees has led to some- 
what greater activity than for some weeks 
previously, and with the troops at Palmyra 
how stilking westwards towards the Syrian 
const, and others driving towards Homs and 
Aleppo there are. distinet prospects of the| 
Syrian campaign coming shortly toa close 
Tn Abyssinia the surrender of further Ttal- 
an froops leaves but one comparatively 
small area in the region of Gondar in Ital- 
fan hands, and it should ‘not be very. long 
now before the whole of the Tallan forces 
will have been liquidated. Little has been 
Teported trom ‘Libya. during the past week, 
and it is possible that weather conditions| 
gre now such that any major activity must: 
be postponed until the autumn, The ensuing 
months should afford Great Britain plenty; 
of opportunity of reinforcing her armies in 
that theatre of war against the time when| 
Hitler ‘commences his long awaited ‘Suez 
push, 

"The British air force has been maintain~ 
ing its new activities over Germany, and 
the number of daylight raids, which have 
been ‘carried out with a minimum of inter- 
ference from ‘the enemy, suggests the con 
plete preoccupation of the major portion of| 
the German. air force, over Russia, Many 
industrial centres in northern and western| 
Germany have been bombed, obviously ‘with 
greater precision than is possible at might, 
Britain hay been remarkably tree irom the 
attentions of enemy aircraft with the result 
‘that the task of building up the strength 
of the R.A, has been able to proceed ‘with 
very ittie hindrance, ‘This respite which 
the German invasion of Russia ‘has given 
to Great Britain is being eagerly availed of 
to enhance Great Britain's strength, and the 
future may show that Hiller has made an= 
ather of his mistakes by diverting s0 large 
a proportion of his strength to the campaign 
against Russa, 

Politically the sensation of the week was} 
the ‘eeognition of the Nanking régime by 
Germany, Italy anda number" of hele 
puppets,” That somewhere around fen states 
Should simultaneously accord that. recogni 
tion, which the prime movers in’ this Tatest 
development so consistently denied the 
Wang Chitig-wel government, was designed 
to make a very. great. pro-Axis showin 
‘but, as it was about the only thing Hitler| 
could’ do in his. endeavour to allay’ Japan 
ese anxiety concerning the manner in which 
he still honours his agreements, the prob- 
abilities are that in the long run it will 
hot amount to much. Generally. speaking 
the past week with its lights and shades) 
has been by no means a disheartening one. 
President Roosevelts message to the United 
States on Independence ,Day was one of 
inspiration to the American people and all 
‘those others who cherish the ideals of de- 
Iocracy. ‘The declarations of Col, ‘Knox, 
Secretary of Navy and other American lead 
ers clearly indicate that the United States 
are firmly behind the democracies, and, with 
such assistance, there can be no possible:

It might be added that great armies, imbued | 
with the proper spirit, should by the same 
argument prove invineible. From that arises 
fa second question: “Are the Nazis imbued, 
‘with the.proper spirit?” ‘The answer is also| 
"Nol" 

‘There can be no doubt about this when 
the aetions of the Nazis since they came 
into power in Germany are reviewed. Their 
first task was to enslave the German people 
by a secret police and a network of the most 
barbarous concentration camps. Their next 
was. to enslave. their neighbours, sapping 
from within until the time came when blows 
from without brought their _ neighbours’ 
crashing to the ground. But the “treacher~ 
‘ous dealer” prospers only for a short while. 
‘Then retribution comes. Through the most 
unscrupulous treachery backed by enormous 
force, the Nazis have been temporarily sue- 
cessful. They have taught this treachery 
to their youth; they have praised it to the 
skies; they have turned brutality into a cult; 
perverts have been given licence which 
sickens the mind when it is thought of. 
For what purpose? ‘That the Nazis may rule 
the earth. Is this the “proper spirit” 

‘To continue the analogy of Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s tree when applied to Hitler's top-heavy 
empire: the Nazi spirit is the sap from 
whence the tree draws its strength, its power | 
to bear all the branches which have been 
‘added to it. When this spirit is one of 
rottenness and decay, how long can it bear 
its burden? How long will it be before the 
Nazi trunk snaps under the strain? The! 
reports from all the occupied countries 
which are continuing the struggle from 
abroad, and even from occupied France, 
where the struggle has been nominally ended, 
show that powerful influences are at work 
to end Nazi domination. From Rumania 
come reports of an uprising of a section of 








‘market at the present time, or if there are 
a few altractive stamps the lad may find 
that he is worth about the price of a pair 
of roller skates.

‘Examining them 
he discovered that on this particular sheet 
the gum had been put on the face of the 
stamps instead of on the back. Thinking 
that stamp dealers might be interested in 
his find he presented them to one man for 
inspection. He was promptly offered £4 
apiece. «He did not accept this price and was 
finally able to dispose of the stamps at about 
‘£15 each, realizing £4,600 for a sheet for 
which he had paid £1:17:6. 

Unfortunately the story ends there. 
Jeuving so many question unanswered. What 
became of the boy? It is to be assumed 
that when he went out to buy: those stamps 
he took the money from the petty cash. 
‘The stamps were, therefore, the property of 
his employers. What did ‘he do? Did ho 
walk smilingly up to the managing director 
and report the discovery, receiving half-a- 
‘erown for his perspicacity, or did he “snitch” 
that Sheet and convert it to his own use? 
Much depends upon the answers to those 
‘questions. If he did the correct thing, it is 
possible that he still remains with the old 
firm polishing a high stool and getting his 
hands messed up with red ink. If he behaved 
Uke a child of this world, the chances are 
that he is a captain of industry now. Of 
course if he put the cost of the sheet back 
into the petty cash his employers would not 
be harmed in any way, but office boys do 
not usually carry such’ a sum with them. 
Indeed, it would take them more than a 
week fo earn it, In fact the whole episode 
may have been the ruination of the lad. 
‘Who knows? He may even now be buying. 
three-ha'penny stamps in the hope of pulling 
‘off another many-thousands-to-one chance.

STAMP COLLECTING 
July 8. 

‘A Rotarian in Hongkong recently made 
the mouths of his fellow members water 
after the usual lunch by showing how the 
collection of postage stamps could turn out 
to be a sound investment giving as one 
example the statement that a collection, 
which in 1916 was worth £500, would now 
be reckoned as worth £10,000, From com- 
parisons made between the quotations of 
catalogues it could be learned that the 
average value of stamps has increased in the 
proportion of 80 times over the 1916 value 
of rarities, from 20 to 30 times the value 
quoted in, that year for semi rarities, and 
from 10 té*30 times for the more common 
stamps. Such increases in twenty-five years 
are indeed remarkable and seems to suggest 
that prudent companies in the future should 
Keep a close eye on the office boy, and “soak” 
away all stamps received until by the ux: 
of time they accumulate values which would 
make them real assets to the firm: Thus, 
for example, if some of the old Hongs of 
‘Shanghai had held on to the stamps on the 
mail “they received throughout their long 
history they would be indeed wealthy now. 
Or would they? “It would seem not to be 
the case, for if everyone held on to their 
used stamps, there would be very few such 
‘things as rarities and. stamps would indeed 
become a drug on the market. The answer 
seems to be that these values can only come 
into being because comparatively few persons 
collect and preserve stamps. 

But catalogues as indicators of the real’ 
value of stamps are snares and delusions. 
All a catalogue tells the collector is for what 
prices a dealer is prepared to part with his 
stamps, To find out from the same list what 
he is prepared. to pay for such a specimen 
is as deep a rite as the Eleusiniah mysteries. 
Perhaps the best method is to divide the 
price at which he will sell by three, subtract 
the number which the investigator . first 
thought of and then forget all about it. 
‘There is many a small boy who has got loose 
with'a stamp dealer's catalogue and his own 
collection. After laboriously checking over 
prices and arriving at some idea of what 
the stamps are worth he has sought to sell

AROUND THE WORLD 


Poland’s Hero 


‘There will be deep sorrow over the death 
of M. Ignace Jan Paderewski, Poland's hero 
‘and one of the greatest musicians in the world. 
M, Paderewski succumbed at the age of 
eighty years to pneumonia, contracted in New 
York. The circumstances of this tragic death 
serve to emphasize the part Paderewski played 
In the restoration of his country's independence 
after the great war of 1914 to 1018. During this 
struggle he was setive in persuading the Allies 
to recognize the right of the Polish nation 
then split between Russia, Germany, and 
‘Austria, to an independent existence. Especial. 
ly active was ho in the United States, where 
his great prestige as a pianist made ‘his ap. 
peals on behalf of his people more, readily 
Tistened to and sympathized with by the gen- 
eral public. Paderewski took an active part in 
the peace parleys at Versailles and his sig- 
nature is appended to the peace treafy which 
was there signed. He became the first Prime 
Minister of his country, but later differences 
with Marshal Pilsudski, who was. president, 
caused his withdrawal ‘from. polities, though 
never from working for the best interests of 
hhis- country. After the Nazis had over.run 
Poland on the outbreak of the present war, 
Paderewski was elected president. He made a 
vow never to play in public untli his country 
hhad again been liberated. It is a thousand pities 
that he did not live to seo the dawn of the 
day of new liberation, which will assuredly 
arrive, The great men of this century have 
been few up to now, and some of them have 
‘only Jately been discovered in the stress and 
tempest of war. But among them, when history 
comes to be writfen, will undoubtedly be 
Ignace Jan Paderewski.

‘The latter's attempts" to swing. the, Army 
catirely round to his way of thinking hos not 
Siways succeeded, "while the military "chefs 
have ‘at times headed Hitter off from the 
fexecuticn of some of his wilder schemes, It is 
fof, however, “quite easy to, follow “The 
Times” in the statement that “Only mental, 
moral or material weakness could account fof 
Hitler taking the unnecessary risk of retracing 
his steps “and attacking Russia before his 
westward alms were achieved.” On the face 
ft i knowing Hitler's aversion from having 
{o fight on more than one front, it would 
Sppear thao the Army command, realizing Ger- 
many's growing need for oll ‘and. foodstuf, 
Persuaded ‘him to engage tn the campaign In 
Russia in the hope of securing the wherewithal 
fo carry on the struggle’ against Britain. It 
foes nat, in ‘the eiteumstances, seem to be 
‘2 counsel of despair, but rather the reasonable 
prudence of the army man who wishes to make 
Sufe of his supplies before taking on the final 









































‘battle with Great Britain, ‘The chances that 
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Yhe high command advised the Russian venture 
fare consequently great, though Hiter may have 
had to swallow a bitter pill by accepting their 
advice, If the Army has established a 
dictatorship the lot of some of the Nazi leaders 
may not prove to be particularly enviable. But 
there is a possibility that, whether the Army 
Is supreme or not, whoever iv in control would 
be reluctant indeed to let the world know the 
internal situation in Germany. Army ascend. 
ancy would be the first sign of the breakdown 
‘of the whole German system, and definite 
promise of the nearness of a democratic victory. 
It would be well, therefore, to accept what 
appears to be the’ product of wishful thinking 
with every possible reserve, German hopes, It 
is true, have been thwarted, by the stubbornness 
of the resistance of -Great Britain and her 
Allies, The Teutons however are tough race 
and it will require more than the mere 
‘thwarting of thelr designs to make them throw 
up the sponge. Perhaps when the Allies are 
in a position to give the whole of Germany a 
good plastering from the alr things will be 
‘different, but it seems much too early to expect 
anything in the nature of a German collapse In 
‘the near future, 


R.AF. Seizes Opportunity 


‘The short, bright summer nights are proving 
‘a handicap to the R.A.F. in their ralds on Ger- 
many and causing more losses than usual, 
Nevertheless the Royal Air Force is increasing 
the number of its attacks on important German 
objectives, and has been doing terrifle damage 
both fo industrial plants which are valuable to 
the Nazi war effort, and to lines of com- 
munications. ‘The opportunity to do as much 
harm as possible while the Luftwaffe is engaged 
with Soviet Russia has been selzed, and con. 
tinuance of the raiding policy should shortly 
force the Nazis to recall some units of thelr alt 
foree from the battle agains Russia to safe- 
guard the home front. If this occurs, the In- 
‘creased British losses will bo as nothing in com. 
parison with the gain to the whole anti-Nazi 
cause, Britain has been using a nuaibor of the 
atest’ heavy bombers in these ralds, These, 
‘machines can carry enormous loads over great 
distances. and with the new British bombs 
possessing about fifty per cent, more destructive 
power than anything previously invented, It ean 
‘be imagined that they are taking terrible toll of 
the onemy's strength. ‘The inost important. d 
velopment in these attacks is, of course, the r 
turn’ fo daylight raids, Daylight raiding was 
proved in the Nazi Blitzkrieg of last September 
to be a most costly venture when there 1s an 
adequate defending foree. That the British have 
got off with inflicting more casualties upon the 
enemy than the enemy has inflicted upon them 
is proof that a very severe strain has beon put 
fon the Luftwaffe by this war on two fronts—a 
strain it iy unable effectively to bear. Tt Is never 
immediately possible to estimate the damage 
done in any one air raid and only rough guesses 
‘can be made until aerial reconnaissance, which 
is not always possible when targets are deep 
within enemy territory, has proved photogra- 
phieally what has been done. Tt is quite pos- 
sible, however, to make accurate estimates of 
the effect upoh moral of these raids, from the 
obvious efforts of the German Buredu of Pro- 
paganda to minimize them, Never has Dr. Goob- 
bels' department had the couraga o fssue com. 
muniqués ike those ised by the British 
Government after the bombing of Coventry. Dr. 
Goobbels knows his people well enough never to 
take any such risk, For the German is a fine 
fellow so long he is winning, but fs among the 
first to begin whining when things are not going 
altogether his way. ‘The RAF. have thus pro~ 
sented Dr. Goobbels with a difficult problem, Tt 
4s no use for the Propaganda Bureau to assure 
the citizens of, say, Magdeburg, that the damage 
done to thelr city has only been slight. ‘Thoy 
have seen and experienced it for themsolves. 
‘They will ask themselves: If this damage is

Idle Money Needed 


July, 4. 

Reopening after two days’ holiday 
yesterday, Chinese banks in Shanghat 
fmilisted "with Chungking are em 
‘barking upon a programme of help- 
ing their government in absorbing 
the idle capital from Shanghai to the 
Interior for developing enterprises 
there, and it is learned that their 
reduction of interest on deposits 1s 
in Keeping with that policy. It Is 
‘also learned that in addition to re~ 
Gucing the interest on the long-term 
eposits, the interest for current, sav~ 
ings has further ‘been reduced by 
many banks from three to two and 
half per eent, whereas a few months 
ago the rate was four per cent. 

‘The Joint Reserve Fund Committee 
of the Chinese banks in Shanghal has 
flso adopted a new policy tending to 
Aiscourage deposit of eash among the 
fbanks. Inter-bank deposits ‘will, not 
[draw any interest it the sum involved 
hhas surpassed a corlain timit. The 
Interest of the Wel Woh (cheque) 
deposits was reduced in June to only 
$1.50 for every $1,000 in that form 
‘of money. ‘The interest of current 
savings now ranges between only two 
to four per cent. and that of fixed 
deposits has been fixed between five 
or seven per cent. 











Government Guaranteo 


‘The banks have reduced their in- 
terest so. as to tempt the rich to in- 
vest thelr money in business enter- 
prises In the interior. In free China, 
ft fs learned, the interest of deposits 
thas been considerably increased while 
‘Shanghai banks will give every con- 
‘venience to those who want to remit 
‘money to the interior. It Is stated in 
the Shing Sheng News Agency that 
‘the Government will guarantee the 
safety of investments made by Shang- 
hhal Banks so that they will feel easy 
in moving thelr capital to the interior. 
‘Two organizations started jointly

‘Am cppeat to the duty ot all French 
clilzena in China to respect the Chiet 
St Slate, the laws, decrees. and re- 
ulations In. force, wag. made. here 
an July 2 by MM. Henri Cosme, French 
‘Ambassador to China. 


‘The complete text of the ordinance 
issued by M. Cosme follows: 

“phe service of thé State is indivi- 
sible, France has only one govern- 
ment and Fronch citizens, who pa 
ticipate in any capacity whatever and 
to any extent whatever in the powers 
of administration or police powers 
delegated to the French authorities 
in. the territory of the Concessions, 
must uncondilionally respect the 
Chiet of State, the laws, decrees and 
regulations in force, 

“We appeal to the sense of duty 
of all French citizens in China so 
that they may properly understand 
the Importanee which Is attached to 
the point that they abstain from any 
Kind of activity and propaganda 
which are harmful to the security of 
the State, 

“French officials, who depart from 
this line of conduct, will be held 
responsible for their acts to the De- 
partments to which they belong.“” 

“As for the French officers in the 
‘Municipal and Police services of the 
‘Concessions, their duty has already 
been defined by ordinance dated 
August 16, 1940. 

‘Therefore, in order to ensure the 
eitoreement’ of the sald ordinance 
without any possible ambiguity. 

“We, Henri Cosme, Ambassador of 
France in China, Oflcer of the Legion 
of Honour, Holder of the Medallie 
‘Multaire and of the Croix de Guerre, 
have ordered and order as follows! 

wArtlece | I—Every employee or 
fomeer of the Municipal and Police 
services or of any other administra~ 
tive organ of the French Concessions 
in China shall, within elght days of 
‘the publication of the present ordin- 
‘anee, give an undertaking upon his 
honour and in writing to serve the 

French State and its Chief, Marshal 
Petain, loyally and especially not to 
participate in any form, directly or 
indirectly, in any action oF pro- 
paganda incompatible with the unity 
of French eitizens, respect for the 
Jaw and the obedience which 1s due 
to them, 

“Article IL—Any émployee | or

Chinese merchants in Shanghai 
who had already bought many Ger- 
‘man goods before Chungking severed 
diplomatic relations with Berlin aro 
planning to petition the Government 
for permission to sell such German 
goods in the Chungking-controlied in~ 
terior although at prosent it is 
almost impossible to send those goods 
to free China, it was reliably learned 
yesterday, ‘They are looking for an 
‘ntlet of their goods in addition to 
the big sale in Shanghai and they 
think that they can do so in future 
‘once Wenchow is opened to shipping. 

German goods jn Shanghai have 
not been sent to the interior through 
Hongkong and Rangoon for a long 
time but Chinese merchants here 
have managed to dp so. through 
‘Ningpo and Wenchow. Now that 
Ningpo is an occupied district they 
consider that Wenchow is the only 
port where such goods may pass in 
transit. “Wenchow was recaptured by 
the Chinese during the early stages 
of the hostilities in east Chekiang 
‘but Chinese military authorities have 
$0 far forbidden Shanghai ships to 
proceed to that coastal district. 

‘Chinese sources here believe that 
the severance of diplomatic relations 
belween Chungking and Berlin has 
|no doubt caused the former to boy- 
colt German goods but they say that 
before this new development, Chung- 
king had permitted the sale’ of Ger- 
man medicines and dye-stuffs in its 
interior because they are not 
classified as foreign luxuries. It is 
learned that Chinese merchants have 
large stocks of such goods in Shang- 
hal and that they are anxious to sell 
them in the interior, German firms 
‘are also reported by the Chinese 
press to have such goods stored in 
godowns here. 

‘Matter of Negotiation 

Chinese “merchants here _ are 
‘anxious to have the Government 
allow them to sell only those Ger- 
‘man goods ‘which they had bought 
before Chungking severed relations 
with Berlin including those goods 
for which contracts of sale had been 
signed. These. require certification. 
‘This procedure will be the subject

‘The Western Area Special Police 
have been ordered by ‘Mayor Chen 
‘Kung-po of the Greater Shanghai Spe- 
‘clal Municipal Government to make. 
arrests in foreign-managed gambling 
‘houses that may be found in the West- 
‘ern District and to close them before 
notifying foreign consular authorities 
jeoncemned, According to the new 
régime's press the Senior Consul of 
the Consular Body in Shanghai has 
‘been notified by the Mayor to the 
‘cbove effect in an official letter the 
text of which is also published. 

‘The reason for Mayor Chen's taking 
such a step is that since foreign 
managed gambling houses spring up 
and close quickly there is no time for 
the special police to ask for search 
warrants from consular authorities 
concerned before enforeing suppres 
sion regulations. It is stated in the 
letter to the Senior Consul that foreign 
bad characters often take their time 
from when Chinese police are apply- 
ing for scarch warrants from foreign 
consular authorities, 

Easily Reopened 

It is further asserted that they may 
Jroon reopen their gambling houses 
after they have been closed. This ren- 
‘ders it almost impossible.to suppress 
gambling in the district, while the 
special police will be unable to carry 
Out orders from the special munleipal 
government. it is explained. In view 
of this, Mayor Chen is quoted ao say- 
ing in his letter. “my government has 
decided to order the special police 
to arrest gamblero and to close gam- 
Uling houses directly in such cases 
whenever they occur.” before notify= 
Ing foreign consular authorities con- 
“Tho Mayor refers to a letter which 
‘he previously forwarded to the Senior 
Consul asking the latter to notify all 
foreign consular authorities concern 
fed for cooperation in stamping out 
the gambling evil in the western dis 
triet. He complains that disregarding 
the jaw. foreign bad characters have 
kept on doing the gambling business. 
Te says that there are four or five 
such gambling houses being operated 
in the district. 

‘It will be recalled that the special 
police did recently raid some foreign 
managed gambling houses. The new 
policy adopted by Mayor Chen will 
enable the special police to suppress 
‘them when and if they are reopened 
again without notifying foreign con- 
sular authorities beforehand.

Nao-siang, former Chinese Minister 
to Belgium; Dr. Boris Noyer, Father 
Moulis, and all the professors of the 
University. 

Father Germain, the Reetor of the 
University, -opened the ceremony 
with a speech in which he gave an 
account of the scholastic activities of 
the past year, stressing the fact that 
the University ‘bad. a. total of 1450 
aludents in the varlous departments, 
He mentioned that they would be 
‘awarding 62 diplomas to graduates 
and 48 certifeates equivalent to the 
French Bacealaureat, 

‘Addressing the students, the Rector 
thanked them for the friendly spirit 
that they eve displayed in the 
varlous. faculties, thus making pos- 
sible numerous gatherings, theatsieals, 
‘medical and photographie’ exhibitions, 
all of which contributed to the con 
genial relationship between student 
‘and professor. 

He advised the students to remem- 
ber that the war was not yet over 
‘and that they” should cultivate the 
spirit ~* self-sacrifice. He cited some 
examples of students who, since the 
start of the war, have’ given up 
various entertainments and con- 
tributed the money saved to charit- 
able works. 

First Spanish Doctor 

Father Germain pointed out that 
for the first time in the history of the 
University a Spaniard had graduated 
and spoke of the time-honoured re- 
Jations which have existed between 
the ‘Aurora University and Spanish 
Universities; Dr, Barrera, who was 
recelving his diploma of M.D. wa 
the student who was establishing the 
precedent, 

He also asked the Portuguese 
‘Minister to present personally” the 
diplomas in electrical engineering to 
‘Messrs, Diniz and Remedios. 

Mr. Hou Wen-yao, President of the 
University, spoke next in Chinese and 
urged the’ students. to keep in con- 
tact with the University as much as 
possible, 

‘The presentation of diplomas fol- 
lowed, and ineluded the Henry Cosme 
Prizes, which had been awarded by 
the French Ambassador to reward the 
work of the students; each prize took 
the form of a cheque for $250, At the 
conclusion of the presentation, Mf. 
Cosme expressed his satisfaction at 
the progress made by the University 
and ‘ina witty speech recalled his 
‘own student days. 

"The activities of the morning were 
brought to a conclusion by the un-

Gang Kills Russian

‘A. particularly brutal erime, in 
which’ one Russian’ watchman was 
shot dead in cold blood and another 
two of his Russian colleagues wore 
sent to hospital injured, took place 
at 1 o'clock yesterday morning when 
2 gang of about 20 ruflans tried to 
break thelr way into the factory of 
the China Car and Foundry Com~ 
pany, Litd,, a British concern situated 
at 2 Kwong Foo Road in Chapel, 
near North Ferry Road, 

‘The watchman who lost his life! 
was reported to have been shot 
through the heart and died almost 
instantaneously, The other two 
Russians, who were helping to guard 
the promises, were severely man- 
hhandied by the marauders with the 
result that they were sent to the 
‘Shanghai General Hospital with sealp 
wounds and contusions,

‘The gang worked themselves into a

Gang Well Armed 


Nearly every member of the gang 
was armed with some sort of imple- 
ent or other and these were freely 
wed, Greatly outnumbered, the 
three Russians could do. little in 
defence and before the scufle was 
over one of thelr number lay dead. 

As the crime took place in Japat 
lese-controlled territory, there Ws 
little that the Settlement police could 
do except to'send for the ambulance 
tw remove the two injured men to 
hospital. Owing to complications, 
the Russians were not taken to hos: 
pital before 11 o'clock, but fortunately 
thelr injuries were not of «serious 

Although two torehlights and two 
ppulrs of shoes were reported to have 
een stolen, the theory that -obbery 
was the motive was generally scout 
ed as the size of the gang was un- 
usally large for an ordinary armed 
erie. ‘The pack of “toughs" made

Although no 
movement may be started here open- 
ly, it is suggested that they can put 
thelr money in Government banks 
here which maintain special agents 
for receiving “national thrift savings 
money.” 

US. Planes Wanted 

The paper strongly urges also that 
the United States should equally dis- 
tribute her monthly output, of aero- 
planes to the three leading demo- 
eracies fighting the aggressors, in- 
cluding herself. It is said that since 
the United States produces 1,500 
‘planes every month and it she 
adopts the equality polley in dis- 
tribution of the machines, she can 
help China in attaining her goal 
easily in four months! time. ‘The

It was re- 
ported later that in edition to 
damaging the railway track the ex- 
plosion, which rocked the Western 
Distriet at about 120 a.m, destroyed 
bout 40 sleepers, Fortunately, it was 
further reporld, no tram. was arriv- 
ing ‘or leaving ‘the South Rallway 
Station at the time and -0 no casual- 
ties were caused. The railway was 
repaired and no disruption of the 
train service was reported.

31, C, Education Board, ad- 
dressed the gathering in Chinese, Mr, 
T, & King, Council Approved Boller 
Surveyor and future lecturer in the 
new schools, spoke of the signifieance 
of the new ‘movement, Details of the 
new schools were given by Mr, C. C, 
Shen, ‘Technical ‘Training OMcer of 
the Division, Miss E, M, Hinder, 
Chiet of the Division, ‘who chaired 
the meeting, stated. that invitations 
hhad been sent to representatives. of 
more than 800 machinery ‘manufac 
turing plants and machine shops, 10 
‘owners, mechanics, fitters and older 
apprentices, 

‘The new’ evening technical schools 
will be held in Counell school pre~ 
mises, one for the Weslern District 
at 25 Mapai Road, one for the Eastern 
Disiriet at Kinchow Road. Schools 
will mect three times weekly, two 
hours each night. Courses of In- 
struction will include machine shop 
practice, workshop calculation, le

Export System 

Extension {o the Philippines of the 
‘United States export licensing sys- 
fem was expected to curtail foreign 
trade, but it was believed that no 
really drastic dislocation of Philip- 
ine economy would result from the 
‘export control operation. 

After a study of the Philippine 
export business, the American trad: 
‘commissioner Mr. Paul P. Steintor 
hhas voiced the conviction the Jicens- 
ing system would not cause any seri- 
ous ‘trade disruption. He sald that 
‘at most only a small proportion of 
the country’s exports would be affect- 
ed by export control. 

Mr, Steintorf analyzed the 1040 
export trade Agures and found that 
exports of Ucensable commodities 
from the Philippines in that year 
‘were worth a little more than US$17,~ 
000,000 or only 11 'per cent, of the 
tolal exporls—indicating that 98 per 
cent. of export products would not 
be affected by the icensing system. 


Heavy Curtailment 


Mr, Steintorf pointed cut that a 
portion of the 11 per cent, subject 
fo export control would be exported 
Inasmuch as the licenein» system did 
hot necessarily prohibit exportation 
of licensable commodities. 

‘Mr. Steintort further pointed out 
that it there should be heavy cur 
tailment. of exports ‘of licensable 
commodities it would probably be 
because the U-"-" “ates desired 
‘them for her own use and would 
therefore increase her purchases of 
such products.

Last Year's Business 


Following was the report of the 
past year as presented by Mr, Laf-

Africa ‘and America are concerned: 
In the first instance, the Customs 
[give a total of 9,190 against 4.631, 
‘difference of 4559 bales. In i 
‘second, the Customs figures stand at 
49.276 ‘whilst ours are 20 per cent. 
below, Le., 83,269. On the whole, 
the Customs registered roughly. 30, 
‘cent, more exports than we did. 
"tis interesting to note the value 
of the silk exported. During the 
‘Season 1999/1040, (according to Cus- 
toms returns) 70,237 bales were ship— 
ed abroad, of a total value of $100.- 
908-490, 

















Increased Value 

“During the season 1940/41, 59.390 
Dales were exported and ther value 
is given at $254.006,007, ‘Thus. whilst 
the number of bales diminished by 
1545 per cont, the value rose by 
3420 per cent, 

‘Out of our total of 41.913 bales, 
the participation of Japanese firms 
fs no less than 21431 bales, or 51 
er cent, 

“As already said,a number of dim- 
culties confronted the exporters in 
the course of the season and, besides 
‘the problem of supplies, one of the 
main troubles was the ever changing 
regulations of the Testing House 
which led to various misunderstand 
ings. New decisions are continually 
‘made and it locks as if nothing is 
very definite yet, As there seems to 
be-no responsible and steady organ 
lization, the work of the Committee 
in trying fo settle dimeulties arising 
from time to time was not an easy 
fone and it can be sald that, although 
Rood-will was shown, no very salle 
factory solutions were over found 
‘and things were left more or less 
‘at the discretion of an embryonic 
institution. However, we hope that 
out of this slow and chaotic evolution 
will emerge a smoothly running or- 
Eanlzaton for the benehy of all con 

“With the end of the season coln- 
des the Practical stoppage of all 
free trade and supplies, It seems 
that exporters will have to obtain 
their goods from a certain definite 
source and private arrangements ap- 
Pears to have been made in this 
respect.

Germany’s Moves: 
Something Going Wrong? 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cuma Dai News" 

Sin—One, guess is as good as an- 
other; still if T turn-out to be wrong, 
the worst T can be accused of Is 
wishful. thinking, and wishful think- 
ing is not a crime. If you have faith, 
boundless, absolute faith in a cause, 
but have no chanee to act, then all 
you can do is to think, and it is but 
natural’ that your thoughts will be 
always along. the same line, 

Ever since Germany has attacked 
Russia, T have an idea on my mind 
which does not et me rest, 

I firmly believe the German attack 
was not In the original schedule of 
the Nazis for this year, it had not 
been planned far aheud like all thelr 
other “moves, and therefore it has 
even less chance to succeed than’ It 
‘would have had ‘otherwise, 

J shall attempt to prove this con- 
tention by examining the salient 
features of the last six months, and if 
sanyone were to say that all that was 
‘but eamouflage, T would counter that 
if’ so, the Germans have certainly 
exceeded any known limits of a 
diversion, and, more important, these 
manoeuvres could at best have Tulled 
the Russians into a slightly Increased 
sense of false security, but could not 
possibly have caused ‘any movement 
‘of Russian troops. away from. the 
German border. 

In 1941 Germany has made the 
following five conspleuous ‘moves: 

First, the Balkan War. The object 
of this’ was certainly not to extricat 

+ Mussolini from his Albanian dieu! 
tos, because a humiliated aly, with 
cap in hand, suits Hitler much better 
than “a partner of anything like 
equality, “As we remember by the 
slow infliration. into Bulgaria. the 
protracted negotiations with Yugo- 
slavia, his campaign required « pre- 
aration of several months. and it 
‘would soem therefore that as a goal 
it must have had something bigger 
than ‘the mere possession of those 
barren mountain. ranges. Let {t be 
borne in mind that Germany, with 
oud any war at all. was getting out 

of Yugoslavia everything that un- 
happy country could yield. and 
therefore, as history has always| 
shown, any war was inevitably bound 
fo decrease the flow of supplies. 
Thus the purpose of the Germans 
could not have concerned the Ttalians 
{n Albania, or the chastisement of the 
‘Yugoslavs, but must have been look- 
int somewhere far more ahead, 

‘the second important event of this 
year was the recapture of Cyrenaica, 
‘This wos rather a risky business, in- 
volving the transport of a falr-sized 
mechanized army through water 
where the British fleet was, or could 
at’ any moment have been’ supreme, 
Carefully calculating people like the 
Germans do not ordinarily take such 
risks. just for the sake of Mussolini's 
face, or a couple of desert villages. 
As with the Balkans, also this move 
‘nut have hail much broader seep 

‘The third prominent feature of this 
year was the relentless bullying of 
the Vichy government. ‘The Nazis 
wanted something big, but evidently 
did not get it. “What might it have 
been? Anyway, nothing even remote- 
ly connected with a possible action 
against Russia. I advance the guess 
that it was mostly. or all about 
Syria, 

‘The fourth. and I am purposely not 
following any strict, chronological 
order, was Crote. It is true that the 
‘Nazis’ did succeed in takeing this island, 
but it is none the Yess true that in 
doing so they incurred again serious 
risks. and paid a heavy price in men 
and material, Why did they do it? 
Whore lies the great importance of 
this island? As a link ina chain of 
large conception, surely it can be 
very important, bub as a more fump- 
ing-off ground’ for a few planes to 
bomb Alexandria, ‘especially at a 
time when the Nazis appear to have 
hardly any planes left to spare even 
to bomb London. 1 do not think it 
warranted ‘go much trouble, 

‘The ftth, and according to my 
mind the most Important ‘event was 
the miscarriage of the Iraq plot. 
which marked the frst very real 
turning polft of this war. Here we 
have seen for the first, time the Ger- 
mans not getting ‘what they have 
Been out for. They fifth-columned 
that Iittle country to a nicely, but 
apparently “forgot, thab they were 
dealing with Asiatics. and thus thelr 
usual ultra-eM™eleney went astray. 
‘The local Quisling ‘probably thought 
the situation ripe for a show-down 
long before he should have done so.

President Roosevelt is subject'to strains 
which no man.of less robust constitution or 
buoyant personality could bear. He alone’ 
is faced swith the responsibility for decisions 
upon which not only the fate of his own’ 
country but the future history of the world 
‘will depend. But these decisions cannot be 
made in a calm detached atmosphere for the 
President can never withdraw himself from| 
the bustling routine of his Administrative 
duties. ‘They must be made as it were on| 
the run and time for reflection snatched from | 
‘an overcrowded day which is always too! 
short for the tasks which must be done. If 
fat times the President appears to hesitate 
and to be confused in his own mind and to 
waver between caution and boldness the’ 
reason is plainly to’be found in the many- 
sided roles which he is forced to assume. 

‘The President is a political leader. He 
‘cannot ignore public opinion, but must move 
with it, He can exercise his skill in modify- 
Ing it, but must always bear in mind that 
the strength of his Administration depends 
upon the strength of the public support! 
which it commands. He might by bolder 
Jeadership evoke the public support which he 
strives to create but in so doing might sub- 
ject the party organization which elected him 
to such strains that it would no longer be 
an efficient instrument when the next elec~ 
toral test took place, ‘The President is not 
only concerned with’ the war but with the 
social programme he inaugurated before the 
war and wishes to see continued after the| 
war, ‘The. desirability of some move from 
the ‘international or strategic point of view] 
must always be tempered by considerations) 
of its effect on domestic politics. 

‘The President is Commander-in-chiet and) 
strategist-in-chfef. He is responsible for| 
running the army and navy and he is also 
responsible for questions of high policy. ‘The 
United States is at the moment the most im~ 
portant single unknown factor in the world 
situation, It is the last strategic reserve of 
Democracy. If this last reserve is badly ap~ 
plied or dissipated the cause of Democracy is 
lost, Nothing remains to fall back on, Not! 
only is the President responsible for Ameri- 
can policy but as administrator for the Lease] 
‘and Lend Act he is responsible for world 
policy. ‘The final decision on where to send 
supplies from the American arsenal of De~ 
mocracy rests with him, His judgment may 
dangerously deplete one area or pile up un~ 
‘essential material at another, may cause the 
eollapse on one front or lead to the con- 
tinued resistance of another. 

‘The President is an administrator. He is 
the executive head of an enterprise which 
finds work for over 1,000,000 civil servants. 
In addition to the powers conferred on all 
presidents by the Constitution he holds vast 
powers delegated him by Congress. As from. 
July 1 he is responsible for the expenditure 
‘of $22,000,000,000 (£5,200,000,000). His is 
the hand which must guide the controls over 
prices and regulate finance. He has vast 
Power over trade, over agriculture, over in- 
dustry. He has the power to avert disaster 
and conversely by wrong use of those powers 
to create it, 














Even in peacetime the killing burdens laid 
on American presidents were a subject for 
comment. In time of emergency they are 
fr heavier. Hitler as a dictator need not’ 
shoulder the burdens of a political leader. 
‘Mr. Churchill as head of a united nation 
enjoys the same freedom of action. Both 
men are able to delegate administrative pow- 
ers and confine themselves to broader ques~ 
tions of strategy and policy, The President, 
however, feels that since the consequences 
of administrative action may have repercus~ 
sions in the realm of policy he must exercise 
minute control over all phases, Moreover he is, 
thinking not only of the war effort but of the 
subsequent peace.

‘The Pre- 
sident ‘usually accepts his advice on how to 
handle White House publicity and sometimes 
follows. it unwittingly. 

But none of these men really take any of 
the Administrative load from the President's 
shoulders, they merely help decide what kind 
of a load it will be. When the President. 
falls ill the whole defence programme be- 
gins to lag. Matters requiring the Presid- 
ent’s attention pile up on his desk, which has| 
at times become the main defence bottle- 
neck. ‘The President is not as young as he 
‘was ; he has been in office since May 1933, his. 
task’ instead of growing lighter has grown 
heavier. ‘Twice this year he has broken down. 
under the strain of over-work. He is being 
urged to divest himself of some of the Ad- 
ministrative detail, but he still likes to con- 
trol and to introduce a greater measure of 
decentralization into the Government.
